Trash & Recycling Collection

Harrington has a new trash collection service
provider — Charlie’s Waste Services. The last day
of collection from Republic Services was June 29.
New cans from Charlie’s have been delivered and
can begin being used for the July 7 pick-up
(delayed to Friday because of the July 4 holiday).

Trash will still be collected every Thursday and
recycling every other Thursday. Trash/recycling
collection schedules are available in City Hall and
on the City’s website — click on Info then Waste
Removal. Or call City Hall to have one mailed to
you. Magnets listing recyclables that will be
accepted are also available in City Hall.

The new trash pick-up will be via an automated
collection truck. Cans must be at the curb to be
emptied. Please do not lean objects against the
can or place it too close to fences, trees,
mailboxes, or vehicles.

Additional fees may apply for the
collection of bulk items or a large amount of trash,
please contact Charlie’s directly.
